At the annual meeting of ffe Vul- 
(an and district Red Cross, held in the 
Canadian Legion hall on Wednesday, 
January 7th,'the convenors of the dif¬ 
ferent committees gave their yearly 
reports. The treasurer’s report given 
by Mrs. G,eo. Kyle will appear in de¬ 
tail in the Vulcan Advocate at an ear¬ 
ly date.- Mrs. Kyle, convenor of the 
finance committee, gave a report show 
ing the splendid work done by her 
group during the past year. Mrs. Geo. 
Monkman, convenor of the work com¬ 
mittee, reported that during 1941 the 
following articles had been made and 
sent to headquarters; .1187 knitted 
garments, 672 hospital supplies, 966 
refugee articles, 104 quilts, 14 blan¬ 
kets and two afghans. 

There are 150 knitters and 50 ladles 
who do sewing. There are also 20 or¬ 
ganizations who work for the Red 
Cross. Mrs. E. Kuykendall completed 
257 garments and 2 quilts for refu¬ 
gees. Miss L. Fair, in her spare time, 
made 87 pairs of socks, 23 pairs of 
mitts and 12 sweaters. Mrs. R. G. 
Love who is 80 years old, made 77 
pairs of socks, and Mrs. Lust of Lo¬ 
mond, who is 76 years old, made and 
donated two patch work quilts, a com¬ 
plete baby’s layette and a large num¬ 
ber of refugee garments. 

All women’s organizations of the 
town and district were very active 
during the year making many quilts 
and quantities of clothing for refu¬ 
gees. Sincere thanks are extended to 
Mrs. E. King, who, besides making 
and donating 5 quilts, also convenes 
the committees for cutting out hospi¬ 
tal supplies, and to Mrs. Jack Mar¬ 
shall and her committees for cutting 
out all refugee quota supplies. Tne 
Vulcan Red (Cross wishes to take this 
oppogunity to thank every person 
who helped in any way to accomplish 
this splendid amount df work.

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Tire*—T rucks—Cars 


JT has been forecast for some time that 1942 would 
see some noteworthy changes in civilian standards 
of living. And while the year is in its dawning, these 
changes are looming up as realities. The restriction on 
manufacture of pleasure cars, and on new the purchases 
are two signs which point to decreasing use of cars in 
coming months, and to greater care of cars and trucks 
now in civilian hands. 

Any relaxation in regulations, or any priorities, will 
be based on public need and necessary services. For ex¬ 
ample, the new tire rationing regulation will give pref¬ 


erence in purchase to doctors, visiting nurses, ambu¬ 
lances, police and fire departments, and to certain speci¬ 
fied bus and truck services which are essential. In cases 
where there is no other transportation system, the bus 
and truck service will be protected to as great a degree 
aa possible. School transportation will also be considered 
Trucks which may purchase new tires include those en¬ 
gaged in construction, maintenance repairs, common 
carriers, transportation of raw materials. But no tires 
will be allowed for trucks engaged in home deliverie 
Farmers will be allowed new tires for trucks to deliver 
produce to market and for farm equipment. No new 
spares will be supplied with new cars. Heavy penalties 
are to be imposed -for violation by car dealers of the 
close check to be kept on tire sales. 

In course of time these regulations will make them 
selves evident in the setup of civilian service. Deliveries 
of meat, groceries, bread, milk and so on may be re¬ 
stricted as the need for conserving tire mileage in¬ 
creases. Vehicles engaged-rn home deliveries will have 
to depend on purchase of used tires and tubes, and civil¬ 
ian motor cars will have to do the same. 

There is no question that the new war regulations will 
greatly reduce the business of car dealers. Servicing'of 
old cars will become an impoitant angle of gaiage busi¬ 
ness, but to this will be added the diff'culty of securing 
replacements. Gradually, the careless driving of cars 
purely for pleasure will diminish, and a smashup will be 
a real disaster. 

Ip respect to the service of home delivery to which th 
public has become luxuriously accustomed^ it will 
work no real hardship if deliveries are fewer. House¬ 
holds can quite easily plan their purchasing if this be¬ 
comes necessary. And it will not be surprising if the 
delivery wagon begins to replace the gas vehicle, and 
hitching posts revived. 


For Canadianization 


JT is a curious reflection that war seems to intensify 
action in every line, and that progress long over¬ 
due in peace pursuits, seems to accelerate under the 
\ general impetus of high war tension. 

One small example comes to mind in the circulation of 
moving pictures of Canada which is being started on a 
nation-wide scale. These moving pictures are shown 
without charge in remote sections of rural Canada. They 
present in picture form a variety of phases of Canadian 
development. The many peoples who have contributed 
to the making of Canada; th# settlement of different 
sections; the industries, pursuits and interests of Cana¬ 
dians from Atlantic to Pacific, from the southern bound¬ 
ary into the far north; the recreations and scenic grand¬ 
eurs, all these are features of the series. In addition, and 
probably a most important section is the part played by- 
Canada in the war, on sea, in air, on land and in the fac¬ 
tories. 

These pictures are now travelling through various 
circuits in rural Alberta under the provincial auspices 
of the department of education and the extension de¬ 
partment of the university. They will bring to citizens in 
remote areas, a vivid picture of Canada’s development 
as a nation. They give a new conception of^lanada's 
wealth and vastness, creating a new pride in belonging 
to such a country. 

Primarily it is presumed that this new campaign has 
its link with recruiting, and national service. But quite 
aside from this purpose it is a method of reaching for¬ 
eign bom people which should have been started and 
vigorously pursued in peace years. It should be quite 
as necessary to create an awareness of citizenship in 
periods of peace as under, the demands of war. 

It ia obvious that one of the most valuable mediums 
for reaching our foreign speaking people is through pic¬ 
tures, which break down language barriers, and present 
common human problems and achievements. They tell 
stories in a way which is impossible to put over by , 
other means. 

If Canada had been carrying on this method of reach¬ 
ing out to newcomers during the last twenty year.4, ami 
incorporating them as one with ourselves, we would 
have had a more assured and vigorous national spirit 
today. We have been lax in any intelligent planned ef¬ 
fort at Canadianization. The present ptogratn of bring 
ing information and entertainment to outlying peoph 
by way of the moving picture is of value to all. but 
should be of particular benefit to those who are still 
comparatively new to this country. Although a belated 
*op. R is very much worth while, and it is to be hoped 
that the good "work started does not lapse when the war 
is over.

When Mr. Churchill was asked his opinion about\con 
scription tor Canada he very properly side-tracked it witl 
the observation that he would not interfere with the dome? 
tic polit.es of the countries he visited. Mr. King must havt 
thought he was doing it when he expressed his opinion of 
Vichy which Canada officially recognized while the Unitei 
Kingdom recognizes the man whom Vichy has sentenced t_< 
death. Did he make the observation because he knew that 
-Ur. King had declared that Canadian recognition of Vichy 
had the consent and approval of the Churchill government . 


At the press conference the same day, Mr. King had ver; 
adroitly tried to involve Mr. Churchill by asking him ii h 
would explain why Re had thought it was wise to have a 
Vichy representative is retained, and it 's purely a politico- 
a leading question but whether the witness fell for it we 
do not know, because the answer was “off the record,’’ bu 
his talk about the men of Bordeaux and Vichy would indi 
cate that he did not. There was and is a ‘reason why the 
Vichy representative is retained, and it is -purely politico- 
sectarian one with which Mr. Churchill hds no concern o. 
interest whatsoever. '

Prices and 1 rade Board 

An old Chinese custom is ultra-ad¬ 
mirable. It directs that Chinese pay¬ 
off all their old debts before entering 
on.the New Year, and something of 
this tradition is being introduced into 
Canada by the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. 

It will apply at Calgary as well as 
all other parts of the country and pro¬ 
vides that all “charge accounts” due 
oh the last day of January, 1942 must 
he liquidated by the following Feb. 10 
—and so on through the succeeding 
months. If the customer with a 
charge account does not pay off his 
debt within 10 days after the expira¬ 
tion of each month, then, under the 
War Measures Act, the seller is pro 
.'-ibited from extending further credit 
to tie defaulting debtor. 

Whe e it is not possible for the deh¬ 
or to pay off the whole of his J arrears 
>f indebtedness by Feb. 10, he may 
ontinue tohave credit extended to him 
y paying in cash one-third of his ov¬ 
erdue indebtedness, and discharging 
the balance in monthly payments not 
to exceed twelve in number. 

Some Inconvenience 

The new order issued by the War¬ 
time Prices and Credit Board mav 
•ause a little inconvenience to some 
tardy payers, but it is all part of the 
national sacrifice in marshalling the 
resources o r (Canada to beat the Hun 
Aimed at making liquidation of debt, 
is easy as possible, it will prove a 
l oon to who’esaler, manufacturer an« 
etailer alike. It will make cash 
set'lement- easier for them and re 
luce the risk of had debts. In the end 
t will benefit the purchasing public 
‘oo. for bad debts and interest on 
lard-- accounts in the end are usually- 
charged against the whole body o'
